After months of preparation 
and acceptance by the gover- 
nor's office, the governing 
board of the South Florida 
Water Management District 
gave its final approval to the 
Fiscal Year 1998 budget and 
millage rate on Sept. 23. The 
budget totals $433,432,314 - a 
9.1 percent decrease from 97. 
This ís the result of a reduc- 
tion in federal and state rev- 
enues associated with the dioi 
trict's land acquisition pro- 
gram. And for the fourth con- 
secutive year, the budget con- 
tains no additional full-time 
permanent positions. 

According to John 
Neuharth, with the Office of 
Government and Public 
Affairs for the district, thi 
reflects the continuing efforts 
of the district to contract for 
services that can be effective- 
ly provided from outside the 
agency. 

The new budget also calls 
for a 1/40th of a mill tax 
increase from those home, 
owners in the Okeechobee 
Basin, the larger of two 
basins within the Districts’ 
16-county area. The '98 mill- 
age rate of .697 mills is a 3.7 
percent increase over last 
year's millage rate of .672. It 
will mean that a homeowner, 
residing in the ОКеесһоЬе 
Basin, will pay an additional 
$2.50 in ad valorem taxes on 
a home with a taxable value 
of $100,000. A separate tax is 
levied for the Big Cypress 
Basin which jncludes'all of 
Collier and part of Monroe 
counties. Property owner; 
there will pay a millage rate 
of .562 mills as approved by 
the Big Cypress Basin gov- 
erning board. 

The additional money 
raised by the 1/40th mill 
increase ($6.6 million) will 
fund $4,775,000 in environ- 
mental restoration projectie 
critical to south Florida. 
(These projects are nôt part of 
the Everglades Construction 
Project which will clean 
stormwater runoff from the 
farm fields south of Lake 
Okeechobee) as well as pro- 
vide $1,854,400 in local watery 
resource development projects 
as required by the state legis- 
lature. 

Of the total 98 budget, 49.2 
percent ($213.4 million) is 
supported by general ad val- 
orem tax revenue with the 
remaining 50.8 percent ($220 
million) supported by пол-афу 
valorem/dedicated sources. 

The final budget is the 
result of months of staff 
preparation, a series of 11 
public forums, monthly meet- 
ings for the past year by an 
eight-member Budget Review 
Commission, public wor! 
shops and a final review earli- 
er this month the Executive 
Office of the governor (EOG).

(Editor's note: On Monday, October 6, 
the U.S. Supreme Court will hear àn 
appeal of a lower court decision that 
limits membership in federal credit 
unions. This case could very well decide 
the fate and future direction of thou- 
sands of credit unions across the coun- 
try, including credit unions in Florida. 
Guy M. Hood, President of the Florida 
Credit Union League, discusses some of 
the issues surrounding this consumer 
issue.)

Consumers will be holding their collective 


breath October 6 when the nation's highest 


court convenes to hear the case that will decide 
whether most Americans will still have the 
right to join and belong to a credit union. Your 
right to choose whom you will do business with 
is at stake. | . ж 

Unless the Supreme Court rules with the 
credit union movement, nearly two-thirds of 
working AYnéricans will lose the right to join 
and belong to a credit union. 

This would be devastating to consumers 
because they would be left with no other alter- 
native except banks. And, at least in Florida, 
that means more than likely your deposits 
would come under the control of a bank whose 
headquarters is located in another state. 

The Miami Herald recently estimated that 
over 81.percent of the deposits in this state are 


controlled by financial institutions that reside - 
.in either Georgia, North Carolina or Alabama. 


Without a:credit union option consumers would 
not even be able to ensure that their money 


stays in the state, let alone their community. 

Credit unions remain the last best hope fo 
consumers. Recent studies have shown that fee 
happy banks are starting to gouge consumers at 
rates approaching ridiculous. Some banks now 
charge you for making deposits and with- 
drawals with lobby deposit slips. Still other 
banks charge two and three fees for usirig auto- 
mated teller machines. And one bank even 
charges you a fee if you ask too many times how 
much money is in your account! е 

Bankers argue that credit unions have 
expanded beyond their original purpose. Credit 
unions, they state, should serve a limited audi- 
ence and not be allowed to grow. With the 
demise of the nation's savings and loan indus- 
try, who else but credit unions can offer compet- 
itive rates and services? 

Consumers have fewer banking choices than 
they had just a few short years ago. The recent 
merger between Barnett.Banks and Nations, 
Bank removes one more alternative to Florida 
consumers. In some communities there will no 
longer be any other alternative with the disap- 
pearance of Barnett, except for credit unions. 

Not-for-profit credit unions are owned’ and 
operated by their members. That means they 
will always be controlled by local people looking 
out for the local community. Сип you honestly 
believe that a North Carolina bank will make 
decisions that are in the best interest of уои” 
community? 

Credit unions need your help to continue serv- 
ing you. Write your congressman and ask him 
or her to support H.R. 1151. This bill is the 
Credit Union membership Access Act. It guar- 
antees that every American will have an oppor- 
tunity to join a credit union. 

Without it, and a favorable ruling from the 
Supreme Court, you may have to depend on an 
out-of-state banker for your next land. Remem; 
ber, your freedom to choose is at stake Ы 


Sharing the hurricane risk

Last. month, the residents of South Florida 
marked the fifth anniversary of Hurricane 
Andrew. No one there will ever forget that dead- 
ly storm's rampage during the early morning 
darkness five years ago, for Andrew was 
nature's cruelest and most costly storm. 

In just a few hours, it unleashed energy equal 
to that of hundreds of hydrogen bombs. 

Beyond the tragic loss of 15 lives, the storm 
caused more económic damage than all of the 
previous major storms combined: $25 billion 
and still climbing. Insured losses exceeded $16 
billion. 

Andrew vastly altered our view of natural dis- 
asters and their ability to cause indiscriminate 
destruction. And it caused us to wonder: What if 
Andrew had shifted just one degree to the north, 
slamming into downtown Miami or Fort Laud- 
erdale? It would have left insured losses of not. 
$16 bHlion, but 52 billion dollars. 

The reserves of all the insurers would not 
have carried the day; thousands of homeowner 
claims would have gone unpaid: banks would 

iave been stuck with abandoned mortgages and 
would have stopped making new loans; the 
state's homé building industry would have come 
to a screeching halt; property values would have 
plummeted. : - 

In a worst-case scenario, a high-intensity nat- 
ural disaster striking any area of dense develop- 
ment can inflict more damage tham ahy one 
state can bear - even a state with Florida's 
financial resources: 2 

That's why I recently unveiled a plan to create 
в state hürricdne facility that will streamliné all 
ef the! resources available to respond to a major 
hurricane, strip unnecessary profits, taxes and 
expenses from the system, and cut policyhold- 
ers’ rates throughout the state. 

My plan would require insurance companies 
to cover all-risks - including hurricanes up to a 
to-be-determined level of residential losses - 
throughout Florida, and give adequate dis- 
counts to homeowners who install hurricane 
shutters and other protective devices. . 2 


It also would roll back homeowners rates 
statewide, based on savings achieved by elimi- 
nating industry profiteering from catastrophic- 
wind premiums, while accumulating part of 
these premiums tax-free in the new, nonprofit 
state-run authority. = 

I envision such a plan working in harmony 
with a national safety net for the once-in-a-life- 
time storms. 

Ав I've indicated many times, I strongly sup- 
port the concept of a national catastrophe fund 
that will ‘spread the risk of mega-disasters 
across the country and help reduce the cóst of ^ 
homeowners insurance. ` 

With earthquakes in California, floods in.th 
Midwest and hurricanes along the Gulf coast 
states, no one is immune from natural disaster. 
And no one state can bear the risk of a mega- 
catastrophe. : 

Natural disasters always end up a national 
problem. So, why not have а national policy? 
Why not minimize the taxpayers’ burden of dis- 
aster relief? If we don't, we will never reduce the 
reliance on the federal government in times of* 
disaster. 2 % 

There's ап old saying: While the house is 
burning, it's no tige to debate who lit the fire: 
With losses piling across the country éach 
year from hurricanes, floods and earthquakes, 
Congress needs to(act on a comprehensive, : 
national program to help homeowners living in 
high-risk and disaster-prone areas. 

Two pieces of legislation that would create a 
national disaster program currently are pending^ 
before Congress. One measure (H.R. 219) із’ 
sponsored by U.S. Rep. Rick Lazio of New Үогкў 
the other (H.R. 230) by one of Florida's con- 
gressmen, U.S. Rep. Bill McCollum. Both bills 
would provide federal reinsurance, financed by 


‘industry premiums to help cover catastrophic . 


losses. The two bills differ in details and scope, 
but the best features of each can and should 
emerge from the lawmaking process. PT 
If you believe, as I do, that the people of Flori- 
da aren't the only ones facing the threat оѓ а 
mega-catastrophe, I hope you will write your 


` local congressman in support of a federal plan.

Yet, in this upside down hur- 
ricane season, the Atlantic 
basin has been relatively quiet, 


> particularly in comparison to 


the last two years. There have 
been five named storms 80 far 
this year in the Atlantic. Three 
hurricanes, Bill, Danny and 
Erika and two tropical storms, 
Alma and Claudette. 

Last year, there were 13- 
named storms and, in 1995, a 
total of 19 named storms. 
Twenty of those tropical 
cyclones matured into full hur- 
ricanes and 11 became major 
storms. АП the 
that 1997 was going to be 
another fast-forward year in 
the tropics. 

As it turned out, the experts 
were right but they picked the 
wrong ocean. While the 
Atlantic has been quiet, the 
Pacific has been very active. So 
far, 15 named storms have 
formed in the waters off the 
coast of Mexico. Five have 
matured into major hurricanes 
and two of the storms, Linda 
and Guillermo, became catego- 
ry five hurricanes.

Degenerative joint disease or osteoarthritis is the most common disease affecting weight bearing joints. It is characterized by progressive deterioration and loss of artic- 1 


ular cartilage. 


While osteoarthritis can appear at any age, its incidence is greatest as a person ages - with greater than 50% of patients over age 65 having symptoms. In patients under 
30, it is-frequently secondary to prior trauma or childhood disease: Common symptoms are pain (usually more with weight bearing), limping, and restricted motion 


(change in leg length or alignment). 7 


Corrective measures are helpful in reduting the symptoms. These include weight loss, or thé use of a cane, to reduce the Stress across the joint. Rest reduces symptoms, | 
but can cause muscle weakness. Physical therapy can helpmaintain muscle strength.and preserve motion. The application of heat or cold, taking anti-inflammatory 


medication and intra-articular steroid injections all can help to reduce the symptoms of osteoarthritis. 


When these corrective measures fail, Surgical treatment may then be indicated. Outpatient arthroscopic procedures to remove degenerative meniscle tears can marked- 
ly réduce symptomis of pain and motion restrictions. For more advanced cases, an osteotomy (cutting of the bone) can be performed to improve alignment and perfor-

"These attractors are essentially artificial freshwater 
reefs," said Frank Morello, GFC fisheries biologist, 
Everglades Region. "They will provide food and cóver {ог 
small fish which will, in turn, atthact predator fish such as 


Each attractor consists of 24 panels (8x10) which are hon- 
eycombed with plastic pockets. The panels are anchored to 
the lake bottom with cement blocks. Each site is marked 
with a GFC fish attractor buoy. 

“As time goes by, microscopic life forms will attach to the 
surface of the attractor and provide food for small fish 
which will attract large mouth bass and blue gill,” Morello 
said. “The reefs concentrate the fish, making it a desirable

In years past the GFC used attractors made out of brush 
and tree branches which had to be replaced every four years 
or 80 because they decomposed and disintegrated under 


The new plastic fish attractors have a much longer lifes- 
pan, and will.not have to be replaced as frequently, accord- 
ing to Morello. The more cost-efficient plastic attractors, 
called GEO Webs, were devised by a GFC fishery biologists
